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The following is a report made by Morma Gilbertson on her research to answer the question of 
whether the Rice County Records found in the Government Center in Faribault were accurate 
copies of township records made when the Rice County records were reconstructed following 
the fire which destroyed the court house. 

A Report to the Rice County Genealogical Society Submitted by Norma Gilbertson 

15 November 2005 

A Comparison of Forest Township Office Records with Rice County Birth Records - 1870 

Audrey DeMann gave me photocopies of the first twelve pages of Forest Township Office birth records for the 
purpose of comparing the contents with the Rice County Register of Deeds birth records in Faribault. I started with 
the first year only -1870. 

First of all, the organization of the records differ. In Forest Township the records are listed alphabetically by first 
letter of the surnames with one letter per page. Page 1 has the "A” names starting with Lewis Andyke in 1870 
through Anseth Andyke in October 1920. Page 2 has the “B" names starting with Ida Burrington in 1870 through 
Stephen Becker in 1905. Page 3 has the “C” names. Page 4 has “D” names and so forth. 

The Rice County Register of Deeds lists birth records first by year, then by township, so that all of the 1870 Forest 
Township records are together listed by recording date. The recording dates match those of the original Forest 
Township recording dates; i.e., they do not show the date the entries were made in the county record but the 
date the record was recorded by the township. 

One advantage of the Forest Township birth records is that you can easily scan down the “B” page, for instance, 
and note the births of other Burrington children. 

A second difference in the 1870 township and county birth records is that more detail is given about parents’ 
names, birthplaces and occupation in the township records. For instance; for the parents of Lewis Andyke born 
September 27,1870: 

the county record shows: 

Wiil’m&MaryA. Birthplace: U.S. Recorded: Oct. 15, 1870 

the Forest Township record for the parents shows: 

William & Mary Jane Andyke Both bom in Pennsylvania Occupation: Blacksmith 
Recorded: Oct. 15, 1870 

Checking the township record, you find that the mother’s middle name does not start with “A”, but is Jane. You 
find a second writing of the surname which double checks the spelling. The specific state of the parents’ birth is 
shown with additional information giving the father’s occupation. The curious thing is that the date of recording is 
the same in both the township and county records. The county records are recorded by arranging all of the 1870 
year records by recording date, not alphabetically by name. 

There can be great differences in the names of parents. On Page 6 of the township records, the parents of 
George Fish born June 12,1870 are given as: 

Gilbert & Cornelia A. Fish Born: Ohio S New York 

while in the county record for George Fish, the mother’s name and father’s birthplace are different: 

Gilbert & Mary A. Bom: Ireland & U.S. 

[Family records give her name as Cornelia Demond Fish, with middle name/initial missing.] 

These are serious errors, presumably made by the county recorder when copying the township records. 

It happens that in the case of most of the birth records that the handwriting of the township clerk is more legible 
than that of the county recorder. 

One would have to count the 1870 birth records on all 29 pages of the township records to see if the total number 
of 1870 Forest Township births as recorded by the county are the same. There seem to be many missing pages in 
the township records. For instance, the Township Page 1 records of “A” names jump from 1888 to 1920; Page 2 
“B” surnames jump from 1889 to 1895, then to 1905; Page 8 “H” surnames (a common letter) ends at record #40 
in 1885. Are there more “H” pages somewhere? Or were there no more births beginning with “H"? Interesting.

RICE GLEANINGS 

SOME DRAKE FAMILY HISTORY (Part 2) 

As the facts In the first installment are rather “dry”, 1 will give a bit of history about the E. S. Drake family 
as it has been related to me and I will treat his parents’ stories and family information later. 

The first post office in this vicinity was known as the Chester Post Office and was conducted by Edwin 

Sumner Drake on his farm where he also conducted a tavern for the accommodation of travelers on the 
stage route. Chester Post Office continued until after Dundas had become a village, and until Edwin gave 
up the post office, the people of Dundas received their mail from the Northfield post office, the mail being 
conveyed to Dundas in a little push cart. In the early I860’s when the stage route was changed and lai d 
through Dundas, Edwin Drake gave up the post office. Some of this stage route can still be seen in the 
woods east of Dundas owned by the John Chester family. 

Edwin Sumner Drake’s wife, Martha, and her twin sister Maria, were the daughters of John Turner Clark 
who had married Rebecca Rogers 11 Mar. 1820 in Chautauqua Co., NY. The Clark family descended from 
Lieut. Wm. Clark b. 1609 in Plymouth, Dorset, England who had come to America on the ship Mary and 
John, sailing from Plymouth, Eng. 30 Mar. 1630 and landing at Nantasket on 30 May. {One record states 
he came with his wife in 1633 on the Mary and John, Robert Sayers, Master, setting sail from Southamp¬ 
ton 24 Mar. 1633.) Wm. then settling in Dorchester, MA where he was a Selectman and chosen in 1659 as 
one of three men to receive land and to help settle Northampton, MA where he was Deputy for 13 years 
(1669-1683). fn Aug. 1661 he organized a trainband of 60 men to fight against the Indians, and through 
his leadership, he was chosen lieutenant of the trainband, an important office which secured to him for 
his lifetime the distinguishing title of Lieut. Clark. He was Lieut, of a company in King Phillips War, en¬ 
gaged in a fight at Turner’s Falls on 19 May 1676 and in other Indian conflicts. He was frequently one of 
the Selectmen and also held other responsible offices such as Associate Judge from 1675-85 and Auditor of 
Treasury Accounts 1674. His second wife was Sarah, the widow of Lieut. Thomas Cooper who was killed 
by the Indians when Springfield, MA was burned in 1675. Wm. died 18 July 1690 in Northampton. Wm. 
and his descendants were well educated, many becoming deacons, captains, doctors, lawyers and members 
of governing bodies where they resided. Wm.’s son John Clark was b. 1 Sept. 1651 in Dorchester and 
John’s son, John Clark (a deacon), was b. 28 Dec. 1679 in Northampton, MA. The latter John had a son 
David b. 24 Sept. 1729 in Northampton who in turn had a son Solomon b. 10 Jan. 1759 also in North¬ 
ampton. This Solomon Clark was the father of John Turner Clark b. in West Hampton, MA 3 Oct. 1894 
who married Rebecca Rogers. This John served in the War of 1812 and later his widow Rebecca received a 
pension because of his service. John was a carpenter, a joiner, and a cabinet maker who died in Raymond, 
Racine Co., WI 1 Sept. 1848. His widow, Rebecca Rogers Clark, was a descendant of John Rogers the Mar¬ 
tyr, and was reputed by her children to be as stubborn and opinionated as her famous ancestor. Rebecca, 
who was born in Sidney, Delaware Co., NY 22 June 1797, came to MN from WI in 1858 and died at the Ed¬ 
win Sumner Drake home in Bridgewater Twp. on 5 Mar. 1893. She was buried in the Northfield Cemetery 8 
Mar. with the Drakes who had come to MN. She lived to the age of 96 yrs. 8 mo. and 11 da. Her obituary 
in the 9 Mar. 1893 issue of the Northfield Independent said she was “one of the old settlers. She had a 
wide acquaintance. She lived a Christian life, and was at all times a woman of great faith. She will be 
pleasantly remembered for her patient endurance with all the vicissitudes of life, having suffered at two dif¬ 
ferent times with a broken arm and a dislocated hip. Mrs. Clark retained her mental powers and sufficient 
physical vigor to be able to walk about until four days before her death.” Ada Drake Babcock (Mrs. George 
C.), who referred to Rebecca Rogers Clark as “Grandma Clark”, said Rebecca would occasionally come to 
spend an afternoon with the her branch of the Drakes and Ada and her sisters were usually given pieces of 
maple sugar brought from a deep pocket in Rebecca’s long black skirt. This was all she could recall about 
Rebecca, who actually was not on Ada’s line of Drakes. Ila Drake Herkenratt (Mrs. Milton H.) related that 
her father, Sumner E. Drake, had told her that his Grandmother Clark who lived with his family was very 
strict and considered cards and card playing evil. One time during the winter one of the men on Bert Whit¬ 
tier’s road crew staying in the dormitory room over the kitchen/dining area hid a deck of cards under his 
bed. Grandmother Clark, when she found the cards, actually used a coal shovel and broom to sweep them 
up for burning so she wouldn’t “soil” her hands with them. I have found little else about this remarkable 
pioneer. However, much more is known about her daughter, Martha Clark Drake (Mrs. Edwin Sumner 
Drake) and Martha’s seven siblings as Martha and Edwin Drake’s daughters Stella A morel (Mrs. Herbert 
Ashley Whittier) and Agnes Ruth (Mrs. Charles Henry Wirtz) and son Sumner Ernest told or wrote down 
much of the family history which gives much more detail than what was written before in part one. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Ila Drake Herkenratt who was well-versed in family history was killed before she could record 
what she knew. However, we had had frequent discussions while doing dishes. TO BE CONTINUED

Rice County is unique in that two townships - Bridgewater and Northfield - extend seven miles north and south 
instead of the usual six although they measure six miles east and west and contain 42 sq. miles in area. Ail other 
townships are six miles by six miles and 36 sq. miles in area

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READING LAND DESCRIPTIONS: Part 2 


If you will look at Figure 1, you will notice there are numbers such as T-112-N on the left of the illustration. These 
refer to the township location designation, i.e., Township 112 North. The numbers at the top of the illustration 
such as R-22-W refer to the range number location of the township, i.e., Range 22 West. In addition to this 
information, to locate a parcel we need to further define its location by the section number as shown in Figure 2. 


FIGURE 2 
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A regular township is laid out in square miles 
and numbered as shown in Figure 2. You 
will see that the square miles are numbered 
from right to left, left to right, right to left, etc. 
beginning at the top or north. 

Each of these square miles is designated as 
a section, i.e., section 1, section 2, section 3, 
etc. for the 36 sections within a township. 


Suppose, now, that you find a notice in the local paper saying there is going to be a hearing concerning a request 
for putting up a new turkey feed lot to be located on Part of the West One-Half (W1/2) of the South West Quarter 
(SW 1/4) of the South West Quarter (SW 1/4) of Section 21, Township 110 North of Range 20 West of the Fifth 
Principal Meridian, Rice County, Minnesota. Do we have enough of a description to locate where this feel lot 
would be located in Rice County? We have the general area, but to pinpoint exactly where in this description we 
would find the building to hold the turkeys we would need a further breakdown giving the beginning point of a 
survey, say at the intersection of the SW corner of Section 21 and the NE corner of Section 29 plus the number 
of feet or yards or rods or chains going north; then the feet, etc., going east; then the feet, etc., going south; and 
finally the feet going west to the point of the beginning of the survey. (Or the survey could have gone first east, 
then north, then west then south to the point of beginning.)

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Figure 3 shows how a township is broken down 
into quarter sections and how the quarter sections 
are designated, i.e., the NW1/4, the NE 1/4, the 
SW 1/4 and the SE1/4. 

You will note that each of the quarter sections 
is 160 acres of land. Each is also a 1/2 mile by 
1/2 mile square.

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Figure 4 shows how a township is broken down 
into quarter quarter sections (or how the quarter 
sections are broken down into quarter quarter 
sections) and how the quarter quarter sections 
are designated, i.e., the NW 1/4 of the NW 1/4 
(NW 1/4 NW 1/4), the NE 1/4 of the NW 1/4 
(NE 1/4 NW 1/4), etc. 

Each of the quarter quarter sections is 40 acres 
and is a 1 18 mile by 1 /8 mile square.

Figures 5 and 6 show how in the same manner as the previous illustrations land areas can be further broken down. 
Now you would be able to locate where a house would be found if the description should read: 
w 1/2 SE 1/4 SW 1/4 SW 1/4 Sec. 21-110N-20W or the West 1/2 of the SE 1/4 of the SW 1/4 of the SW 1/4 of 
Section 21 in the Township 110, Range 20 West. You would find the parcel in Cannon City Twp. 

You will find land descriptions always reading first from either the north or south. Also, to find a parcel you would 
first locate the county (Rice), then the township in Rice County (Cannon City Twp. in the preceding description), 
then the Section within the township, then the quarter section, etc. In other words, to locate the parcel using the 
description, you would start at the end and work backwards. 

This information pertains to Rice County and uses miles, acres, etc. Some of the older descriptions will use links 
and chains, rods and yards, etc. Each of the illustrations show how you can convert those descriptions into ones 
now more commonly in use.

Apr. 1828 Sullivan Co., NY - d. 20 Apr. 1893 Cannon City Twp., Rice Co.. MN) m. 1850 Sarah Frances 
Ogden (b. 12 June 1832 Jersey City, Bergen Co., NJ - d. 28 Apr. 1898 Faribault, Rice Co., MN). Children: 1. 
Samuel K. (b. 1850/51) m. Etta Lord (no issue); 2. Joseph Ogden (b. 19 Nov. 1852 NY - d. 30 Jan. 1922 
Rice Co., MN) m. 28 Apr. 1891 Susie N. Downie (b. 15 Oct. 1866 Rice Co., MN - d. 9 Jan. 1952 Rice Co.,

had from one to seven children. The Stauffer family moved to Spokane, WA and the Shake family to 
Idaho. Elizabeth Covert Malloy said the Bible went West with the Shake family and the last she knew 
it was with a Robiny Case in MO and had come down from the Coverts to the Shakes to the Ritcheys 
and then to the Case family who apparently are not Covert descendants. Would any of the other 
Covert family descendants have a copy of these records? Need to verify/document Covert line.
